THIRD PARTY ARRANGEMENTS - The United States has arrangements to permit U.S. amateur 
radio stations to exchange third party communications with amateur radio stations in 
these countries: (alphabetical order) 


Antiqua, Argentina, Australia, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 

Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, The Gambia, Ghana, Guatemala, Guyana, 
Haiti, Honduras, Israel, Jamaica, Jordan, Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, 
Peru, St. Lucia, Trinidad & Tobago, Uruguay and Venezuela. The United States also has an 
agreement with the International Telecommunication Union (ITU) permitting third party 
communications with its station 4ULITU in Geneva, Switzerland. 


The FCC cautioned that "International third party communications are limited by the 
International Radio Regulations, which state in part that they shall be made in plain 


language and shall be limited to messages of a technical nature relating to tests and to 
remarks of a personal character for which, by reason of their unimportance, recourse to 


the public telecommunications service is not justified." ‘ 


Recent additions to the third party list are Antigua, Australia and St. 
Lucia. The country of Belize (formerly British Honduras) has been recently added to the 
list of reciprocal agreements. Further information can be obtained from the Private 
Radio Bureau's Personal Radio Branch, (202) 632-4964.

SINCLAIR RESEARCH DROPS ANOTHER HOME COMPUTER BOMBSHELL! 


“Clive Sinclair is the epitome of what the absent minded professor should look like! 
He is a 42 year old wiry, thin, stoop shouldered, squinty-eyed balding British fellow 
with a red goatee like beard.... and intellectually brilliant. Clive never finished i 
college and was a technical journalist in his early days. He jogs 6 miles a day. When 
he was 21, he founded Sinclair Radionics (Islington, England) and sold matchbox radios 
and hi-fi amplifiers via’ mail order from his home. At 27 he invented the pocket 
calculator - at 35 he received the "Queen's Award to Industry" a prestigious award -for 
technological innovation. : 


In July 1979, after a financial difference of opinion with some backers, Clive 
pulled out of Sinclair Radionics and formed Sinclair Research of which he owns 95%. His 
ZX-80 4-chip computer catapulted him into millionaire status. His newer ZX-~-81 is selling 
at the rate of fifty chousand a month and over 500,000 have been sold! Sinclair's pet 
project of a pocket (2" screen) television and low cost battery operated automobile are 
on schedule. 


Now, not wishing to rest on his laurels, Sinclair_has dropped another _bomb_on_the 
home computer market, His brand new (not seen yet in this country "Spectrum" 5200 (16K) 
Microcomputer has a full calculator-type keyboard, fully "memory mapped" Z80A CPU, a 
real-time clock.... even an audio output and a full color display! Sinclair is currently 
seeking FCC approval for the RF modulator with which the computer is hooked to a TV 
antenna. Sinclair BASIC uses single keystrokes for all keywords and commands. All of 
the 256X192 pixels are directly addressable for full color graphic capability. Size of 
the ZX Spectrum is_a small 9 by 5 by |! inch! A $90 ZX microdrive (3" floppy disk) and 
RS-232 interface output will be available for it this year! : 


But_what about the $100 ZX-81. Sinclair has turned over its marketing to Timex who 
have over 100,000 retail outlet U.S. customers. (He will earn a 5% royalty on every unit 
sold.) You can look for the 2K (expandable to 18K) "Timex/Sinclair_ 1000" to turn up in 
such outlets as K-Mart, J.C. Penney and the like by July! They all do a big Timex 
(watch) business! The Timex/Sinclair 1000 is made by Timex using Sinclair technology in 
Dundee, Scotland. 


There will be renewed pressure on competing firms to reduce their prices even 
further. Look for Radio Shack, Atari_and Commodore to react! Rumor has it that Radio 
Shack will reduce prices within 30 days! (We couldn't substaniate this.) The new 
Sinclair "Spectrum" has all of the starter computer makers very concerned. It will be 
interesting to see what happens. 


But if all of this isn't enough to give ulcers to the nations personal computer ~ 
manufacturers, the announcement by Japan's Casio Computer Company should do the trick! 
-They plan to introduce a home computer in Tokyo within 60 days that will retail for $63!
